1 abe messages were delivered to the country on Dec. 6: 


The message of Wall Street to Congress delivered by . 


President Hoover and the message of the suffering millions 
delivered by the 3000 delegates aniosisonerts by the Hunger 
March. 


Mr. Hoover once more declared in his message “The 
acute phases of the crisis have obviously passed”: he once 
more appealed to the need of “restoring confidence” as the 
force which will bring back prosperity. This in a different form has 
become the theme for the Rooseyelt song of “Happy days are here again”. 

The election of Roosevelt, the opening of Congress, were supposed to 
put the country in the happy’ mood of cheerful waiting and new hope, 
thus preparing “public opinion” for a new vicious, murderous attack 
on the standard of living af the toiling masses.
